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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the references 
of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including an amplifier 
comprising the claimed configuration of four parallel resistive loads and three dummy 
resistive strips. 

U.S. Patent 6,836,430 to Prommate et al discloses dummy strips of IC packages. 
U.S. Patent 6,448,917 to Leung et al, 6,448,916 to Leung, 6,433,717 to Leung, 6,400,300 
to Leung et al, and 6,384,763 to Leung et al, all related to the instant invention, describe 
various arrangements of resistive strips. U.S. Patent 4,977,694 to Dorman uses a 
notched dummy strip with microfilm strips. U.S. Patent 4,398,207 to Hoff et al has 
dummy metal contacts providing compensation for a resistor chain. U.S. Patent 

4,146,882 to Hoff describes resistive strings in a digital-to-analog converter.
